: Rowing Traditions of East Are 
«Shaken by Gameness of 
Eight From Palo Alto 


Poughkeepsie, N. Y.—In a triangu- 


far battle of blades unequaled in 
American rowing history, Cornell won 


28 from Leland Stanford by eight 
feet. Syracuse, exhausted by the 
struggle, slid over the line two 
lengths in front of the Columbia 
crew, which had wrested fourth place 
from Pennsylvania in the last mile 
of the great Hudson regatta. 
Stanford, represented on the Hud- 
son for the second time, nearly 4u00 
miles from home, and _ practically 
overlooked as a contender in the pre- 
dictions of experts, forced the Ithaca 
veterans, favorite in the betting, to 
a last effort of nerve and strength in 
order to win. 

From the time Stroke Maurer of 
Stanford drove his blade into the 
water, Stanford was a factor in the 
struggle, and as the prow of the car- 
dinal shell crept up on the faltering 
Cornell oarsmen in the terrific drive 
at the finish, thousands were shrick- 
ing and cheering the Far Western 
crew Om. 

Syracuse, which had been fighting 
with Cornell for the lead, wag unable 
to stand the terrific pace of the last 
mile. When the Stanford coxswain 
called for a last,desperate effort from 
his giant crew, the cardinal boat 
swept easily by their salt city rivals, 
but Coach Courtney's oarsmen were 
made of sterner stuff, and though 
wobbling and exhausted, had just 
enough strength to hold their lead 
until the finish line was passed. 


In the long drawn out- struggle 
down the course, all forecasts and 
experts’ predictions went astray. 


Crews selected to fight in the fore, 
wallowed in the wake of eights not 
considered to have a chance for, first 
place. The Pacific Coast’ crew, how- 


ever; with but a few days’ training 
on the Hudson, proved the greatest 
surprise of all and proved beyond 


question that while their rowing forim 
and watermanship might not be as 
finished as their Eastern rivals, their 
gameness, power and endurance 
equaled anything possessed by the 
crews that measured sweeps” with 
them -today.

Greater Part of State Cleaned of 
Pest at Small Expense 


Washington.—The work of ecradi-| 
eating the cattle tick in California | 
probably will be completed during 
the present year, it was announced | 
recently by the Department of Agri-| 
culture. 
County is now infested with the tick. | 

The remainder of the State has 

been entirely cleaned of the pest at 
an average expense of $2.46 per 
square mile. Of this sum the Federal | 
government paid $1.06 and the State | 
the balance. 
The campaign to destroy the tick 
was begun in 1907. Since then a 
total of 73,197 square miles has been 
disinfected. This has cost the Fed- 
eral government $126,832; the 
State, $23,523; the California coun- 
ties, $35,983.

IN THREE BATTLES 


Austro-Germans Defeat Czar’s 
Troops East of Mikalaiow 
and North of Halicz 


London.—From the Polish border 
to Bessarabia, the Russian debacle is 
again under way, according to dis- 
patches received June 28. 

On the Dniester the Russians have 
been beaten north of Halicz, the Ger- 


the river at Bukazowice. The Rus- 
sians fell back to the hills on the 
east. 

South of Lemberg, where the Aus- 
trians are advancing to join Von Lin- 
Russian army that had 
fallen back to the heights east of 
Wikolaiow was driven out of its 
strong fortified position and is in 
headlong retreat toward the Russian 
border.

There was no particular cause for 
the separation with the exception that 
Mrs. Heuer desired to live in San 
Francisco because it was a_ large 
city, according to her husband, while 
success in his business made it nec- 
essary that he live in other towns. 

Recently he decided he would pay 
her a visit and got transportation 
to his former home. He learned 
that she had left for Marysville in 
1898. He says that he never heard a 
word concerning the death of his wife 
or- in regard to the distribution of 
the estate.

VISALIA CANNERIES WILL 
START PACKING JULY 10 


Visalia. — While reports from some 
parts of the State are to the effect 
that green fruit canneries will not 
be operated this year, the two big 
cauneries at Visalia are preparing for 
their busiest season. Each cannery 
has announced that it will commence 
operating about July 10. The local 
plant of the C. F. C. A. opérates with 
a force of 400, mostly women and 
girls, and its annual payroll reaches 
$60,000. The Central California Can- 
neries plant works a force of 350 and 
its payroll runs close to $40,000 a 
year. 

The principal output of the Visalia 
canneries is peaches, though a con- 
siderable lot of plums and grapes are 
also canned. The two canneries this 
year will put up a pack of nearly two 
million cans of fruit. Visalia has 
for years been one of the leading 
fruit canning centers of the State. 
Each cannery this year is planning 
on about a ten weeks’ run.
